Claims 3-5, 15-23, 32, 33, 35-43 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. US 2003/175404 was cited as an X 
reference against the claims in an international search report but this 
rejection has already been resolved with a terminal disclaimer.
